AGRICUITURAI mtNSION. 
Timely Seetf Corn Hints. 

At this particular season it is 
well to have the attention not only 
of the members of agricultural 
clubs, but also of the general farm- 
ers, called to the importance of 
getting a trood supply of seed corn 
for next year. The fate of next 
year's corn crop will be largely de- 
termined by the action taken by 
the farmer within the next few 
days. Seed corn testing is highly 
important, and should not be neg- 
lected, but it is well to remember 
that unless seed corn is properly 
cared for the test next spring will 
not only reveal the sad fact thai 
the seed corn is very poor and thai 
a perfect stand cannot be assured. 

There are a good many things 
to take into consideration in se- 
lecting seed corn. These points 
concern not only the ear itself but 
the stalk upon which it was grown; 
hence it is desirable that the seed 
corn should be selected from the 
held before the corn is cut if pos- 
sible. 

Seed corn should be selected in 
the fall just as it is coming to ma- 
turity. Select well developed ears 
growing upon well developed and 
vigorous stalks, and of the same 
maturity. Mark them and allow 
them to mature. Do not select 
large ears from stalks that have 
grown in hills by themselves, that 
have been extremely favored in 
the way of rich spots or have been 
favored in regard to moisture pres- 
ent, but prefer those that have 
produced most heavily when grow- 
ing under average conditions. 
Other things being equal, select 
ears from short, thick stalks rather 
than from tall slender ones, as the 
latter are more likely to be blown 
down. Never select an ear that is 
extremly long of shank, but rather 
select one of a medium shank with 
the tip pointing downward to an 
angle of about 45 degrees. Prefer 
ears that do not have a gross, 
coarse, heavy husk. 

The boys' and girls' clubs that 
have come under the direction of 
State University Extension Divis- 
ion of the College of Agriculture 
have noticed that they were desig- 
nated "agricultural clubs" and not 
corn clubs." The reason for this 
is that boys' and girls' clubs In 
their respective counties should be 
tixed organizations thiough which 
many good things may be taught 
to them and other people, the 
club itself being a working factor 
to put into operation those things, 
proposed by the director of the 
work. In this connection a hand 
book of instruction has been pre 
pared for these clubs, including 
certain definite exercises in corn 
growing, animal husbandry, dairy- 
ing, horticulture, poultry, potato 
growing and domestic science. 

The work of instructing and 
looking after these clubs has re- 
cently been provided for on a bet 
ter basis than ever before, and as 
good as our work has been in the 
past it is hoped that it may be 
made better in the future. Under 
the new arrangement the extension 
work of the University has been 
divded into three sections, all op- 
erating under one head. The boys' 
and girls' club work has been as- 
signed as a division to Dr. Fred 
Mutchler, of Bowling Green, Ky., 
stationed at the Western Normal 
School. 

Co-operation is now being lent 
by the Federal Government and 
by various individuals and corpo- 
rations interested. Letters regard- 
ng club work should be sent to 
Dr. Mutchler directly. 

No club should neglect this year 
to have a good show of various 
farm products, as the crops have 
jeen tine. Assistance in such un- 
undertakings will be freely given 
on application to the Extension

This pomp 
and glory that excite the still re 
fleeting boy too often depress him 
who has begun to think of ap 
proaching winter; but a true phi 
losopher, sucking calm even from 
the most formidable of facts, wel 
comes the goldenrod and the oak's 
crimson change with all the sense 
of value he could give to the 
crocus or the daffodil. — Collier's.

Long prayers 
are frequently a 
weariness to the 
flesh, and are like- 
ly to contain vain 
repetitions, or to be 
attempts to in- 
struct the Lord 
concerning mat- 
ters which He understands much bet- 
ter than do His children. 

Walking on the Sea. 
The disciples experienced contrary 
winds. In the night they saw what 
they supposed to be a spirit manifesta- 
tion walking on the water near their 
boat They cried out for all saw it 
and then they heard a voice saying. "It 
is I. be not afraid." Jesus got Into the 
boat with them, and the wind ceased, 
to their amazement, for they had al- 
ready forgotten the lesson of the feed- 
ing of the five 
loaves and two 

In addition to seeing in this a further 
manifestation of Divine power, we 
may see a spiritual lesson. After 
the Master's ascension, the disciples 
were alone In the midst of a con- 
trary people, and found progress 
difficult This helped them to remem- 
ber the Master's ability to come to 
them on the troubled seas, and how 
His coming brought peace. 

St Matthew gives an additional fea- 
ture of this lesson not recorded by St 
Mnrk. He tells us that when St 
Peter learned that It was Jesus wbn 
walked upon the sea. be requested the 
Lord to sanction his walking on the 
water to Him. The Lord consented, 
and St Peter had the courage to make 
the effort. Had his faith continued, 
doubtless be would have been sus- 
tained, but the Lord's rule with His 
people seems to be. "According to thy 
faith be It unto thee." We are not. to 
encourage orettulity in ourselves or 
others, bat we are to remember that 
fatlh Is very precious in the Lord's 
stent 

In St Peter's case it was entirely 
proper that he should attempt to go to 
the Lord, because the effort had been 
sanctioned. But when he saw the 
boisterous waves his faith failed, and 
he cried. "Save, or I perl ah!" How 
true It is of all God's people that 
they would like to do some won- 
derful things to show their faith 
In the Lord! ADd how like St Peter's 
are their experiences! They would ut- 
terly fall did not the Lord Interpose for 
their rescue. 

St Peter the Teachable. 

Much has been said respecting St 
Peter's rashness. The criticism is to 
some extent Justified, but the Master 
loved bim greatly on account of bis 
zeal and energy. Although he was the 
oldest of the Apostles be was evi- 
dently one of the most teachable of 
them. Of his mistakes he made a 
mirror, and thus, learning to know 
himself, be was safeguarded through 
the many dangers natural to bis tem- 
perament; and he stands forth In the 
Scriptures as one of the noblest of the 
Apostles. 

There must have been a strain con- . 
tlnually upon the Great Teacher and 
Healer, for Be was continually expend- 
ing His vitality. 



In healing the 
sick, virtue, or vi- 
ta Mty. went out 
from Him. and all 
His public teach 
ing cost vitality, 
especially when 
He addressed mul- 
titudes. Thus was 
fulfilled In part 
the saying of the 
Prophet respecting 
Him. "Himself 
took our sickness 





Nevertheless, we And Him ever alert 
about the Father's business, and in- 
structing all who gave evidence of be- 
ing, or of becoming, children of God. 

When the ship reached shore the peo- 
ple recognised Him and began to car- 
ry the sick to where Jeans was. And 
wheresoever he entered, into villages, 
cities or country, they besought Him 
that these might touch If it were but

ANDROMEDA'S GREAT NEBULA 



Most Astonishing Object In 
«nd Long a Mystery to

One of the most astonishing ob- 
jects in the heavens is the great neb- 
ula in the constellation Andromeda, 
which is visible as a misty speck to 
the naked eye. It has long puzzled 
astronomers because, while its struc- 
ture — a series of vast rings sur- 
rounding a central mass — suggests 
a gaseous constitution, its spectrum 
is continuous, resembling that of the 
sun. It has been suggested that it 
may be composed of stars constitut- 
ing a universe external to ours. 
Studies of its parallax, however, in- 
dicate that it is nearer to us than 
some of the well-known stars, such 
as Capella; and Gore, the English 
astronomer, points out that if the 
Andromeda nebula were assumed to 
be an external universe, having a 
diameter comparable with that of 
the milky way, its mass would be 
forty million million times the mass 
of the sun. This is regarded as in- 
credible' and so may be taken as an 
additional argument in favor of the 
view that this nebula is a member 
of our system.— Harper's Weekly.

Out In the open ocean the speed of 
the waves is amazing, but 
land tides travel fax more 
Down south the attraction of the 
moon raises an enormous ware that 
courses round the world from Cape 
Horn to the Cape of Good Hope, un- 
broken by intervening land.
